1  his  intrepiilitv  gained  him  the  cUccm 
of  Cromwell  himfeif;  and  the  pa|>ers  he 
wrote,  even  juft  before  the  revolution, 
aimotl  with  the  rope  about  hi*  neck,  have 
his  ulual  characters  of  impu  lence  ami 
perfevcrance*  That  he  w'a#  a  ttandard- 
writer  cannot  be  difosvned,  becaiife  a 
great  many  very  eminent  authors  formed 
their  llilc  by  hi*  :  but  his  ftamUrd  was 
far  from  being  a  juft  dne  :  though,  when

rd  fcvrral  metals  fucccflTivcly,  excellent 
both  in  point  of  figure  and  polith  ;  otic 
of  thole  of  two  inches  diameter,  and 
7,  5  focal  length,  bore  a  charge  of 
lixty  times  and  upwards,  which,  whc.i 
mounted  in  a  telefcope,  1  gave  lc»  my 
brother.  I’his  telefcope  underwent  Mr 
Short’s  cxamitiation,  who  was  pleafed  to 
remark  only  that  he  thought  he  had 
made  one  more  diftinct. 

I  mull  obferve,  thit  in  this  method  of 
working  the  poliihing  goes  on  in  au 
agreeable,  uniform,  and  fmooth  manner ; 
and  that  the  fmall  degree  of  vielding  in 
the  pitch  (wliicli  is  adiialiy  not  more 
than  the  wearing  of  the  metal)  producer 
that  rriutual  accomm(u!ation  of  fiiifsces 
fo  necelfary  to  a  true  figure.  In  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  polilb,  and  indecfl  f or 
fome  time  during  the  progrels  of  it  (al¬ 
ways  remembering  now  and  then  ttv 
move  the  metal  round  its  axih\  I  \v(»rkc»l 
round  and  round,  not  far  frtmi,  and  al¬ 
ways  equally  diftant  from  the  center,  ex¬ 
cept  that  every  time,  previous  to  the  Ibir- 
ling  the  metal  on  its  axis,  1  iifcil  a  crofr 
flrokeortsvo;  and  when  th?  polilb  was 
nearly  compleated,  I  generally  ufed  crof* 
firokes,  giving  a  round  llroke  or  two  likc- 
wilc  every  lime  I  turned  the  metal  on  its 
axis.  1  idifervcil  in  this  mode  of  working, 
tliatthe  nutal  always  pilitbed  fallftlinthr 
middle;  infomuch,  that  half  or  two-third« 
of  it  would  hr  co.tvplettiy  polifhed  wheri 
the  circnmfi  rcuce  of  it  was  fcarcely 
touchul  b»y  the  tool.  Obfcrving  this  in 
fome  of  the  firfi  metals,  ;md  not  confidc- 
ring  that  this  way  of  polilhing  wa>  in 
fa«Jt  a  fpecies  of  grinding,. and  as  perfert 
as  that  upon  the  hones,  I  went  on  ixlnc- 
tantly  with  the  work,  almoU  defniriiig 
of  being  able  to  produce  a  good  figure. 
However,  I  always  found  rnyfelf  agree¬ 
ably  deceived  ;  for  when  the  poliili  wis 
extended  to  the  edge,  or  wi'thin  the  tenth 
of  an  inch  of  it,  I  almolt  conltantly  found 
the  figure  good,  nn<l  the  p^rformince  of 
the  metal  very  dillin‘1.  But  this  fame 
circnmltancc  of  apparent  dcfei^l  in  the 
metals  was  in  fav‘t  that  to  which  their 
perfection  was  owing  ;  for  they  all,  con¬ 
trary  to  my  expeClaiion,  turned  out  pa¬ 
rabolic.  However,  I  did  not  for  a  great 
while  know  any  certain  way  of  giving 
that  degree  of  pirabolic  tendency  whicn 
v*.m  H'fl  ncctlTary,  and  which  will  be- 
defciib^d  hereafter.  It  was  a  longtime 
before  I  got  rid  of  my  prejudice  againft 
•  nis  apparent  impeifedlion  in  the  procefs, 
or  could  rtconciie  rnyfelf  to  the  irregular

But  they  who  adopt  it  mav  very  plainly 
perceive  it  can  be  noways  applicsUe 
either  to  ih#  fijhtry  or  linen. 

Any  manufai^ture  that  employs  many 
poor  people  in  the  coun’ry,  finds  a  con- 
fumpi  at  home,  and  a  market  abroad, 
and  that  likewife  contributes  a  confider- 
able  revenue  to  the  fupport  of  govern¬ 
ment,  is  certainly  entitled  to  receive  en¬ 
couragement  from  government. 

The  printing  of  linen,  it  is  obvious, 
ranks  among  thofe  branches  that  do  rhefe 
^nefits  to  this  nation,  and  is  (till  und^ 
the  difadvantages  already  flated.  Ma¬ 
ny  thoutands  are  empUiyed  iii  it,  from 
the  raw  material  of  which  it  is  compo- 
fed,  till  it  he  in  the  wear.  Many  thi>u« 
fand  pounds  it  has  put  into  tht  reve¬ 
nue  of  Exebc.  Ir  ha.s  arrived  to  a  very 
great  perfection,  at  a  vaft  labour  and  ex- 
pence  to  perfevering  adverturers.  None 
who  have  feen  the  field  and  elegant  works 
carried  on  by  a  private  family  at  Cordate, 
have  come  from  it  with  )ut  fati^fAClion 
and  aftoniihmcnt.  There  the  fahreated 
muflins  and  callicoea  from  the  looms  of 
the  Indies,  arc  beautifully  ornaincnted 
by  the  flowing  pencils  on  the  Lcveii,  and 
are  aftcrw'ards  exported  to  deck  the  gay- 
eft  of  the  fair  fex  in  North  and  South 
America.  Several  other  works  and  fields 
there,  and  in  other  parts  of  fiiitain, 
carried  on  by  companies,  are  alfo  defer- 
ving  of  note. 

The  quantities  of  foreign  printed  linen 
imported  tor  ihelV  twenty  years  part,  will 
appear  by  the  Cuftom-houfc  books  to  be 
but  very  inconfiderable  for  borne  ctmjump^ 
tioH  ;  but  (or  exportation^  there  have  been 
large  quantities,  cfpecially  within  tlicfe 
few  years,  that  that  Ipecies  has  found 
our  Weft  Indies  a  place  of  fate  for  it  ; 
and  it  is  not  to  he  wondered  at  (if  the 
drawbacks  continue  on  the  foreign,  and 
no  compenfation  be  made  in  favour!  <»f 
Britifli  printed  linen),  if  it  fliall  entirely 
Tuperfede  the  export  ot  any  coarfc  printed 
linen  manufactured  at  home.

Before  the  eftabldhinent  of  prelacy,  the 
liick  and  eccleli^ftical  members  in  the 
general  afl'embly  were  nearly  equal, 
James,  apprehenlive  of  zeal  in  the  laity, 
had  deprived  them  of  their  feats ;  thefe 
the  tablesy  who  alfumed  to  them  lei  ves  a 
fnpremc  power,  reftored.
